1 wonder that if Kirkegaard and 
Kirkpatrick could see the mess we're in 
now they wouldn’t being having second 
thoughts. 

Those two gentlemen were the scientists 
responsible for developing the first 
effective method of separating arsenic 
from gold ore and so they are, very 
indirectly, responsible for the possible 
dangers, the tremendous waste, and the 
even greater confusion that we sce 
throughout the Moira River basin today. 

It's a classic case, of course. First the 
riches - Deloro Smelting and Refining and 
all its predecessors made millions for its 
owners and was the linch-pin of the local 
economy for 60 years. It produced great 

ood - its products were used worldwide 
rom jets to artificial limbs - and 
tremendous destruction stellite was 
material used extensively for weapons in 
the last world war. 

And once its use is gone, we're left with 
the waste. ‘‘The arsenic will never be 
cleaned up. There isn’t enough money or 
manpower in Ontario to clean it up 


| completely’"is heard over and over again. 


“It’s. something you get used to if you’re 
living right on top of it’’ one Ministry of 


Environment official mused the other day. — 


on tge course he’s right. But-isn’t it too 
BUT WHAT IS IT THAT WE'VE BEEN 
LEFT WITH? 

Given that most of us are ‘‘used to’’ the 
waste and the destruction, what exactlyi!s 
that we've become so accustomed to living 
with. Does anyone really know? 

Lately it's become apparent that if 
anyone really knows the extent of the 
damage that the arsenic has done, they're 
not saying. And it's far more likely that the 
necessary investigation into its effect to 
human and wildlife in the area has never 
been carried out. In other words, we've 
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become uncomfortably used to knowing 
very little ‘about something that could 
possibly be a much greater hazard than 
anyone knows. 

What we do know, and that only 
recently, is that the arsenic pollution 
problem is a long way from being under 
control. Arsenic, at least up until last 
spring was ‘going into the river at 
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ever-increasing levels. And even now, 
although the Ministry of the Environment 
has moved in and begun clean-up 


operations, they are a long way from, 


meeting even their own standard. 

We know from a report done by the 
research branch of the Department of 
National Environment, a federal govern- 


Freedom of Information Is 
needed here, too. | 


Sitting on the top of the mud heap in our 
little corner of the world, Prime Minister 
Joe Clark, is busy fulfilling his most 
important campaign promise: making the 
federal government more open and 
accessible to the people by giving us a 
freedom of information act. 

As a newspaper reporter, it’s easy to 
appreciate the importance of openness in 
government. So much information is 
withheld from the public and so little of 
that suppression is for the public good. 
Sometimes it’s to protect the government 
or individuals within from embarrassment 
or revelation of wrongdoing, sometimes to 


gave expense, and most often | think, 


suppression of information comes for no 
good reason at all. It’s. simply the sort of 


paranoia that all of us are liable to that 


makes us think that thi or that should be 
kept secret without really knowing why. 

As somebody more often concerned not 
with the affairs at the top of the mountain 
but- with more mundane goings on, I can 
only hope that Mr. C ark’s apparent 
penchant for greater openness filters down 
to other levels of government, to politicians 
and public servants who are serving the 
public at every level. 

Certainly you don’t have to burrow far 


into the morass surrounding the arsenic 


r 


pollution problem in the Moira River to see 
that the major problem is one of lack of 
openness. If this were a logical process one 
would hope that all the cards could be laid 
on the table and the best moves would be 
taken. Perhaps it would bé a comprehen- 
sive survey of well water and possibly a 
gathering of statistics on health and 
disease trends in the Moira basin 
compared to the national average in the 
last twenty or thirty years, perhaps @ 
reaffirmation that the Ministry of the 
Environment has all the money necessary 
to complete a clean-up and insure water 
safe for drinking in the Moira. 

(Perhaps it would take a lot of money, 
but I suspect that it would not compare to 
the amount made at Deloro in the first 60 
yeats of this century) ; 

We have unfortunately in this society 
great gaps between our elected govern- 
ments and the people. Very often we're 


‘ treated as if we don’t know what’s good for 


us. Very often in my travels I have run into 
politicians and public servants - who 
regard their constituents as more of an 
enemy than a group for whom they are 
working. 

But if the trend at the national level is 
any indication, we can look forward to 
change.

ment agency that the arsenic levels coming 
into the river in 1977 were five times the 
safety level of the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment. (Contrarv to some views this 
was not a study done by students to foment 
discontent but a product of top level 


_government employed researchers.) 


We know that the Ministry of the 
Environment didn’t make the report 
public. It had to be dug up by a 
student-based group an “Teaked?’ 
through the Whig Standard in Kingston. 

We know that, since the report was 
made public, the Ministry of the 
Environment has admitted: 

1) That since 1974 arsenic pollution in 
the Moira system has been increasing 
because the processing plants and 
retaining walls in the Erickson Construc- 
tion company-owned Deloro site were 
being allowed to deteriorate. 

2) That at times, according to various 
reports and admissions from Ministry of 
Environment personnel, that arsenic 
concentrations have been up to 14 times 
the safe level. 

That arsenic in the beds of the 
lakes-Moira and Stoco and in the Bay of 
Quinte is in dangerous concentrations 


- which, the emagal of the Environment 


says, can only be ectively dealt with by 
leaving it lie and letting it be covered over 
by other silt as it comes down the river. 

We also know that the Ministry of the 
Environment has said it is seriously trying 
to clean up the arsenic by limiting the 


emissions at their source, and that,). 


through upgrading various facilities at the 
site they have already managed significant 
advances. ‘‘We’re shooting at processing 
95 per cent of the arsenic that flows 
through the site,’ Jack Oruner of the 
Ministry of the Environment told the 
Herald recently. ‘*When we took over here 
it was about per cent’’.

Medical Officer of Health is very confident 
there is little danger. 

Dr. Fisher submitted a report to Health 
Minister Dennis Timbrell which Mr. 


Timbrell tabled in the provincial legislature - 


in November, shortly after the arsenic 
llution had again come to the fore 
ause of the release of the National 

Environment Ministry study. 

At the time, given the way. Mr. Timbrell 
tabled the report, it served to ease much of 
the concern over the problem and put out 
what appeared to be a very disturbing fire. 
However last week, when the text of the 
report finally became public, it rekindled 
the blaze. There are some very disturbing 
things about the report. 

1) Dr. Fisher refused to release the 
report through his office even though it had 
been tabled in the legislature and was 
therefore a public document. 

2) Such reports are normally automatic- 
ally sent to opposition leaders and critics 
(in this case, health and environment). 
Several weeks after the report was tabled, 
no copies had been received by the 
apposition. Only a local councillor’s 
request for the information from opposition 
leader Stuart Smith's office and Smith's 
subsequent request of Timbrell eventually 
brought it to public knowledge.

1) In the summary, Dr. Fisher states:

Environment has indicated that mean 
arsenic concentrations since the early part 
of the 70°s either remained stable or 
decreased somewhat at certain sampling 
stations until recently. 

However the report itself shows sharp 
increase at points in 1975S, 1977 and 1978. 
And Ministry officials report increase since 
1974, which would indicate either that the 
Ministry was telling the Health Officer as 
little as they were telling us, or that the 
health officer chose to ignore it. 

2) The report states: “‘There is no 
evidence and no statistical data to suggest 
that there is an increased incidence of 
cancer or-any other disease in this area 
which might be related to arsenic. 
However it might just as easily be said that 
there is no evidence to the contrary. In my 
search I have been unable to find any 
health survey on long” term effects of 
exposure to arsenic done since 1952 (done 


for Deloro workers. it drew no connections) - 


and Dr. Fisher cites no reference in his 


easily cleared up by Dr. Fisher himself, but. 
Dr. Fisher is apparently unwilling or 


unable to talk to any members of the press 


on the subject. Other sources that might be 
able to explain the report are unexpectedly 
ignorant. The head of the Board of Health. 
for instance, Graham Mouck, couldn't pass 
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twenty minutes explaining over and over 
that, since it was Dr. Fisher's report, we 
should talk to him and not to them. What if 
Dr. Fisher doesn't want to talk? Then go to 
his .boss, the Board of Health. 

However, all that aside, Dr. Fisher has 
promised-a renewed examination of the 
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well water, something he felt would 
‘*prove the wells will be unaffected’ by any 
increase (of arsenic) in the river system. 
Mr. Pruner also echoed Dr. Fisher's 
comments. eae 

Other, more removed officials weren't as 
sure. The author of the report on the Moira 
that stirred all this up, Mrs. Alena 
Murroch told the Herald that such a report 
should ‘‘definitely be done. Just from 
scientific interest, the effect of the arsenic 
on the fish-and on the drinking water 
should be examined. There mightn't be 
any effect, but there should definitely be 
more work done.” \ 
“A colleague of hers, Laura Johnston bf 
the National Hydrology Research InStitute 
in Ottawa said that they had hoped to do 
well sampling for some time and they (a 
federal agency) had gone as far as 
discussing the matter with the Ontario 
Ministry of the Environment but that so 
far, there are too many projects ahead. 
“Given the analysis they found in the 
water sampling it certainly should be 
done.” 

The logic against the well water being 
polluted, according to Mr. Pruner is that 
groundwater flows into the river and not 
vice versa. Arsenic percolating back up. 
except in the case of spring floods is highly 
unlikely. However The National Water 
Research Institute’s Dirctor Dr. Keith 
Rogers. although in agreement, was 
hesitant. “It's surprising what you'll 
find.’ He too, agreed that the study “was 
imperative. 

Meanwhile another study. promised by 
noone, but called for early in the debate by 
NDP leader Mickael-Cassidy. should also 
be looked into. What are the long term 
effects of exposure to arsenic? 

And another inadvertently raised by Mr. 
Pruner in my last interview with him. Is 
there a second safe level for arsenic? Mr. 
Pruner said he thought that the Ministry of 
Health had a safe level two and a half times 
lower - .02 parts per million for prolonged 
consumption “8 weeks or more. If it's there 
that doesn’t show up on any ofthe figures 
ca released..Dr. Fisher call .0S the safe 
level and figures under that in the tables 
are alwavs referred to as less than’ 0S. 
What if a person drinks water ov er a 
prolonged period with .04 parts per million 
of arsenic mn i? 4 

It would be nice to say that an article on 

“the subject could raise all the possible 
questions and answer most of them. I have 
no such confidence. The most significant 
factor to date has been what we haven't 
been told. What will come to light next? 

Whatever it. is. Kirkegaard and 
Kirkpatrick wouldn't believe it.

need somewhat by writing stories for my 
children as they were growing up. I also 
think that part of the reason for writing this 
book was the fact that I had a need to feel 
some roots and writing this book was like 
putting down roots, myself.”” 

The idea for ‘Fabriciof a Dream’ came to 
Mrs. Hudson about two years ago when 
she began a project to microfilm old copies 
of the newspaper. She started her family 
files while working on the project from the 
obituary and birth notices in the old copies 
of the paper. Writing is only a hobby for 
Mrs. Hudson but when she _ started 
studying the backgrounds of some of the 
families in the area, she realized that 
Madoc and its surrounding area had a very 
rich heritage which she thought was well 
worth preserving. 

Because the book was only a hobby, she 
did most of the writing before she went to 
bed at night. ‘‘I] used my writing like many 
people use reading, asa form of relaxation 
before going to sleep.”’ There was a lot of 
hard work that required a tremendous 
amount of attention to detail. As her 
research continued and her files began to 
grow, she began to write. While some of 


. the families were very difficult to trace, 


others were easy. ‘Some of the families 
had very complete family records that went 
back many years, so my job was relatively 
easy in these cases.”’ It wasn't always that 
easy, though. *'l do make mistakes and | 
apologize profusely for any | made in this 
book. | had no feeling of confidence when.1 
started the book so it was a spur of the 
moment thing.’ People should remember 
that this book is only a sampling of the 
material for each family.”’ 

As her research continued, Mrs. Hudson 
began to notice that names from the 
different families began to appear again 
and again in other families. This 
interweaving gave her the idea for the 
name of the book. The settlers in this area 
were largely made up of English, Irish, 
Scotch and United Empire Loyalist stock 
that seemed to congregate in their own 
little communities that eventually com- 
bined to make a very unique settlement. 
Each of these groups donated something of 
their background to the heritage of this 
area, but they all had certain things in 
common. As she put it, ‘They suffered 
tremendously, they often settled with 
nothing but managed to build homes and 
families to answer the challenge for a 
better opportunity.” 

As the work progressed on the book to 
the point that she had completed three 
chapters, she decided to see if her project 
was worth continuing. She approached a 
publisher and had two very important, but 
somewhat annoying. questions thrown at 
her. They were, ‘What makes you think 
that you can write?’’ and *‘What makes 
you think that the people of the area will 
accept a book from a person who has not 
always been a part of the community?” 
Both were difficult to answer and both 
pointed out to Mrs. Hudson that the book 
would really be a calculated risk. “*I didn't 
know if L could write, but I wanted the 
chance to find out. I also. didn't know how 
the people would accept a book from an 
author who had. only lived in the 
community for ten years. However, I felt

Justin Hanley is playing Junior A hockey 
for the Kingston Canadiens, a team that is 
contending for first spot in their division, 
and is now in his second year with the 
Canadiens. He has another year of 
eligibility in Junior A. and from his start 
this year, he could. be drafted next year. 

Justin played his minor hockey in 
Marmora and was on the Pee Wee team 
that won all Ontario and the Bantam team 
that went to the Ontario finals. He plore 
for the Belleville Bobcats: in 1977-78 and 
was drafted by the Canadiens at the end of 
that year as the sixth pick in the second 
round. He was obviously well thoughtof by 
the Canadiens but his first year onctheir 
roster was to be a disappointing one for 
Justin. 

He attended training camp, but suffered 
a broken collarbone in the second day of 
camp and was unable to play until early 


December. At this point, he was behind the 


other members of the team as far as 


conditioning and iis vated were con- 


cerned but he came back and helped the 


team a great deal in the last hal of the 


season and in the playoffs. The Canadiens 


finished fourth in their division but proved — 


to be a tough team in the playoffs. 


Kingston. for the first time ever, defeated, 


the Oriawa 67s in three straight games to 
aivance into a series with the Peter- 
borough Petes. The Canadiens were the 
underdogs of this scrics. with Peter- 
borough generally conceded to be the clas 
of the league. The Canadiens extended the 
Petes to the full seven games before they 
were finally beaten out. Peterborough went 
on to win the Memorial Cup. 

Justin spoke “highly of the Kingston 
Canadiens’ management “just prior to 
returning to training camp for his second 
year. “Ll spent much’ of that first year 
injured. The thing that really impressed 
me about our organization is that they 
didn't. give up on me."’ The coaches 
continued to show a great deal of interest 
in him and used-his Fehabilitation period as 
a time to continue teaching him. ‘They 
taught me a lot during that time and I think 
Iam now much more prepared for a shot at 
the pros.”* Justin finished the year with 
five goals and eleven assists. 

As Justin prepared to return to camp this

year. he speculated about the team and his 
own personal goals. ‘Il think our team wil: 
be contenders this year even though wi 
play in a tough division. We have a good 
nucleus of veterans coming back plus wc 
did pretty well in the draft.

I'm pleased with his 
skating, which was his problem before, and 
I attribute the improvement to the hockey 
school he attended during the summer 
They were telling him basically the same 
thing we had told him but they were able to 
improve his skating, balance and stride 
through the use of slow motion 
video-tape.”’

Heritage Day: 
a cultural 
necessity for 
Cariada?

CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD 
HERITAGE CANADA 

Early this fall, the Heritage Canada 
Foundation launched an all-out campaign 
to try to make Heritage Day - the third 
Monday in February - a national holiday. 

Few Canadians, I suspect, will quarrel 
vith the idea of a midwinter holiday to help 
battle the February ‘‘blahs’’. But why 
Heritage Day? And why a national 
charitable foundation, entrusted with the 
preservation of our built-up heritage. 
asking for a holiday? 

Why, for that matter, should the average 
Canadian give a hoot about heritage? 

Maybe I should answer the last question 
first: 

It’s simple. 

Preservation is the wave of the future. 
And preservation. is .a labour- intensive 
industry. 

We are nearing the end of the great 
post-war construction boom, which pro- 
vided so many jobs. We are also seeing the 

bankruptcy of a philosophy, which held 
that once a building was written down on 
the company books, after a brief life of 30 
years, it could be dispensed with and 
replaced by another. 

We can no longer afford the luxury of 
that philosophy. Nor can we afford the 
enormous waste of energy and manpower 
that it involves. 

It simply doesn’t make sense to destroy a 
building - any building: church, ware- 
house, bank, railway station or private 

home - that is still structurally sound. 

All over this country such buildings are 
being preserved. A church in Toronto 
becomes a haberdashery shop. A bank in 
OLiOwa, becomes a restaurant. A ware- 
house ‘in Vancouver becomes part of a 
shopping complex. A railway station in 
Kleinburg becomes a Boy Scout head- 
quarters. 

The past lives on, giving our cities an 
historical texture, a feeling of continuity 
and. incidentally, providing new jobs for 
thousands of workmen, 

Why a holiday? 

Because the heritage movement Mill not 
come of age nor. be taken seriously until we 
vive it an official stamp of approval. 

A holiday makes people sit up and take 
‘notice, I provides.achance for celebration 

in this case the celebration of our history. 

Kor buildings: and living history lessons. 

They tell us something about our roots. 
fhes remind us ‘of who we are. 

On July | we celebrate our political past. 
On Heritage Day we celebrate our built-up 
past - the cultural landscape that enriches 
our tives. And it is especially \ aluable 
because, unlike Canada Day, it falls during

‘Check used cars for liens 


If you want to avoid waking to the sound 
of a tow truck hitching up to your latest 
used car puchase, check for liens and 
security interests before you buy. 

That's the advice of Ontario’s Ministry 
of Consumer and Commercial Relations. 
The Ministry warns that buyers of used 
cars in private sales must be especially 
careful to avoid the few unscrupulous 
sellers who maybe in the market. 

Unlike the registered car dealer, a 

rson making a private sale has neither a 


licence to lose, nor a business reputation to _ 


protect. 

In some cases, the private seller may be 
deliberately - or even unwittingly - selling a 
car that is subject to a security interest. 

For example, the seller may have 
purchased the car on ‘‘time’’, or a previous 
owner might have purchased the car on 
time without the knowledge of the seller. 

The car might have been used as 
collateral for a loan by the seller or 
hp tag owner. Or a garage may be 

olding a lien against the car for unpaid 
repairs.

Refuse to buy if the seller won't provide 
a signed statement that guarantees there 
are no liens against the car. 

Better yet, check for liens or security 
interests on the car before buying. To do 
this, goto the branch registry office of the 
personal property séCurity.registration 
system nearest you. These are locatéd.in 
the land registry office of each county or 
district town. 

Here, you will be put in telephone 
contact with an inquiry operator who will 
enter your search into a central computer 
file. Check the system for liens on the 
vehicle inthe name of the owner and by the 
serial number. Also check previous 


-owners; the first given name and surname 


are required. Ensure that the car’s serial 
number matches the number on the 
registration certificate. There is a fee of $2 
for each check. 

If the seller has a common name you 
should ask for a more specific check. You 
will need the seller's date of birth and the 
initial of his or her second given name. 

For more information on the personal 
property security registration system, pick 
up a vehicle inquiry guide at any branch 
office of the PPSR or write *‘PPSR’’, P.O. 
Box 4120, Postal, Station *‘A’’, Toronto, 
MSW 1W6. Enclose a_ self-addressed 
envelope at least 10°’ x 14°’ and 42 cents 
postage.

Mrs. Kolensky said it was encouraging 
to see Lake Ontario responding to 
treatment, but that the ultimate test will be 
whether the water quality is adequate for 
the lake trout ‘to reproduce naturally. 

She said a further boost to the fishery 
will be the stocking next year of 200.000 
lake trout > double the number planted 
annually in the western basin of the lake. 
Another 200,000 will be planted in the 
eastern end of the lake. The increased 
stocking is part of the ministry's new 
Strategic Planning for Ontario's Fishcrics 
(SPOF) program. By 1980, 1.3 million trout 
will have been stocked in Lake Ontario by 
the Ministry of Natural Resources.

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ENVIRONMENT 
CAN MAKE 
LAKES 
VERY SICK

In an age when ecologists continue to 
uncover new ways that man has been 


despoiling his planet, we have the. most : 


sinister sounding threat yet - acid raid. 

To start off with, acid rain will not burn 
holes in your umbrella or peel feathers off 
birds. But there is the strong possibility 
that,-if not arrested in time, thousands of 
our rivers, lakes and streams will no longer 
be able to support aquatic life. And with 
the complicated eco-system that depends 
on one strong link supporting another. 
that’s bad news for the environment as a 
whole. In ten to twenty years, Ontario's 
48,000 lakes will be in jeopardy. 

Acid rain is the insidious by-product of 
the industrial heart of the eastern North 
American continent, a region within 150 
miles of Marmora. It is sulphur dioxide and 
nitrogen oxides emitting from smoke 
stacks that combine with moisture to form 


acid. 

Our concern is what happens to these 
pollutants after emission. revailing west 
to east air currents carry the pollutants 
through our region, and down into our 
rivers, lakes and streams. 

For most people, ‘acid rain’ in the latest 
press phenomenom, a catch-phrase sud- 


denly sprung on them in the last year or so. 


But according to Ed Piche, resources 
manager with the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment, ‘acid rain’ is hardly new. 

“They've been concerned about acid 
rain in Scandinavia for the past 20 years,’ 
says Piche. ‘‘Our ministry has been 
concerned with it for the past 10 years. 
We've only been around for 12 years 
ourselves.”’ 

Piche says acid rain is now the number 
one priority for the Ministry, but adds ae 
this doesn’t mean we're in serious danger - 

et. 

: ‘Certainly steps will have to be taken 
and initial studies have been made. We're 
still learning about-it,”” he says. 

The biggest culprits in this pollution 
threat is heavy industry, ‘particularly those 
in the north-eastern states of the U.S. 
While many feel the INCO smelter in 
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The effects locally in the years to come is 
unknown. Increased mercury poisoning, 
certain species of fish may no longer be 


Sudbury is particularly to blame, the fact 
is, American industry spews out ten times 
more sulphurous pollution, and courtesy of 
their 200 ‘super stacks’ we’re ‘importing’ 
almost all of it. 

‘The giant stack at Sudbury has done 
wonders,’’ says Piche who recently 
returned from the area. ‘‘But it doesn’t do 
Quebec or the Maritimes a heck of a lot of 

ood.”’ 

When most people think of the ultimate 
result of acid rain, they point to the ‘lunar 
landscape’ surrounding the northern 
Ontario cify. Piche says this is a 
misconception, In fact, the poor appear- 
ance is due largely to poor forest 
management. Trees were almost totally cut 
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able to fertilize their eggs. 
Our limstone base protects us from short 
term effects of acid rain because it serves 
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down for the mine shafts decades ago, and 
because the soil is thin to start with, it was 
difficult to replace them. Certainly, the 
sulphur pollution has been a hindrance to 
the forest re-birth, but since the new stack 
was built, and through reforestation 
_projects, the appearance of the area is 
beginning to change. 

For our region, though, Sudbury’s 
efforts are really inconsequential. It’s 
American pollution that affects us. And to 
make matters worse, Marmora, Madoc and 
Havelock are communities south of lands 
and lakes most environmentally sensitive 
to the effects of acid rain in Eastern 
Canada. Waters flowing through these 
villages are fed from this region. 
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to"neutralize the precipitation. But heavy 
spring runoff, may negate the effects of 
the limestone. 


{ 


The exact effects this will have in the 
years to come is unknown. Acid rain can 
release heavy metals in the soil, which can 
lead to mercury poisoning of fish. If acidic 
levels continue to increase, certain species 
of fish will no longer be able to fertilize 
their eggs, eliminating them from these 
lakes, 

More locally, our limestone base 
protects us from short term effects of acid 
rain because it serves to neutralize the 
precipitation. But Mr. Piche says that 
‘winter stock loading’, that is, a heavy 
spring runoff, may negate the effects of the 
limestone. 

Piche says the Ministry of the 
Environment had already embarked on a 
program to control te problem. A joint 
commission of American and Canadian 
experts have published a_ preliminary 
report on acid rain. They discovered that 
the United States was responsible for 25.7 
million metric tons of sulphur dioxide 
emissions annually, compared with 5 
million metric tons cOming from Canadian 
industry. Wind currents, they stated, 
carried most of this across the border into 
Canada, although they added that 
domestic emissions were most responsible 
for the acid rain problem. They identified 
the Canadian Shield as an environmentally 
sensitive area and added that the effects of 
acidification could be irreversable forest, 
aquatic and crop damage. 

Getting the United States to respond to 
anti-pollution measures is hindered by yet 
another energy crisis. Industries are being 
encouraged to burn coal, a substance that 
can only escalate the acid rain problem. 

Piche says a preliminary report on over 


600 selected lakes in Ontario will be 


published in January. When asked for a 
sneak preview for the Marmora/Madoc 
area, he said, ‘‘some of the lakes are 
susceptible, but we don’t feel that any are 
in immediate danger.”’ 

‘‘T have to point out right now that there 
is no such thing as a dead lake,”’ says 
Piche. ‘'Say sick or critically ill, please. 
Lakes can recover naturally.”’ / 

Piche says a government inspector 
visited a number of resort owners in 
Eastern Ontario to investigate the possible 
acid rain effects on fishing. Instead, he was 
confronted with complaints about poor 
fisheries management. 

In fact, fishing out of season and 
exceeding legal limits on catches is greatly 
responsible for a_ declining fish population. 

‘*l would tell thépeople of your area that 
they should be\ concerned as all 
environmentalists, butthere isn't a need to 
get hysterical. We can't afford to be 
complacent and we have to tackle the 
problem while it is still on this scale,”” he 
concluded, 

The smokestacks are still spewing 
sulphur and it still rains and snows. Our 
advantage now is that the effects of acid 
rain is still slight. So while Iran chokes off 
its supply of oil to the United States, we are 
becoming unwittingly embroiled in their 
desperate search for a new energy source, 
For as another plant converts to coal in 
Ohio, another lake comes closer to death or 
illness in our backyard.

The Consumers Association of Canada 
has been monitoring farm marketing 
boards for at least 10 years and more power 
to them. 

They have been doing an excellent job 
seeing that these boards work within the 
legislation duly passed by both federal and 
provincial governments. They have suc- 


reemed in sce at least one representa- 
tive o ational Farm Products 


Marketing Countth. Maybe they will get 


another representative on that council and 


that’s not a bad idea. 

In fact, it might be a good idea to get a 
consumer representative on all of the more 
than 40 marketing boards and commodity 
councils. Farmers must get used to the 


‘idea that fairness is there and fairness 


must. even be seen to be there in the 
dealings of all marketing boards. 

In any investigation or probe of their 
dealings over the years, marketing boards 
have usually come out looking clean. So 
why, all of a sudden, is everybody and his 
uncle taking cheap shots at them? 

The Reader's Digest, twice within a year 
yet, has maligned them. The National 
Citizens Coalition - whoever in heck they 
are - has called for the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency to be disbanded. Laura 
Sabia, that champion of women’s 
liberation, has penned a scathing piece in 
the Toronto Sun demanding that all 
marketing boards be canned. 

She accuses them of being badly 
managed, dictatorial and deaf to the 
marketplace. 

As regular readers of this column are 
aware, I have been a staunch supporter of 
marketing boards for more than a\decade. l 
have not changed my mind. I still support 
them. Until a better arrangement for the 
producers of farm products can be 
organized, I will continue to support 
marketing boards. 

I do not think they are badly managed. | 
do not think they are dictatorial. Since Ms. 
Sabia gave no facts to back up her 
accusation, I see no need to back my 
statement either. 

But-she may have struck a harmonious 
chord in saying marketing boards are deaf 


to the marketplace.|Not enough time and © 


effort and money is spent by these boards 
to explain themselves and their policies. 
They have been sadly lacking in good 
public relations. All of them, especially 
those half dozen on the quota system, 
should be spending some of their dollars on 
explaining themselves, especially their 
pricing systems, to the buying public. 

I have been present on a number of 
occasions when officers of some of these 
marketing boards have explained their 
policies and their prices. | have come away 
every time quite satisfied that they are 
honest and above board. 

Obviously, though, a great many people 
have misunderstood the whole picture of 
marketing boards. Half this nation 
probably believes that every farm product 
is regulated the same as chickens, eggs, 
turkeys, milk and tobacco are regulated. 

It just is not true. And the 
above-mentioned products would not be 
regulated as closely as they are if farmers 
could have survived without those 
regulations. 

What farmers have to understand is that 
the public definitely has a right to know all 
about marketing boards. If farmers are not 
willing to share this information, then they

are going to be continually harassed by 
big-circulation magazines, citizens coalt- 
tions - whoever they are - and libbers like 
Laura.

She knows as well as I do that the U.S.

All responsibility for species 
or preventing water and air pollution, rests 
with the provincial government, and only 
they have the right to prosecute in the 
public interest. 

Even though we have had environmental 
legislation in Ontario for almost ten years 
now, this lack of citizen rights has led to 
uneven and often inadequate pollution 
control standafds and enforcement. If the 
government réfuses to take action on a 
polluting paper mill, for example, you and I 
cannot force the existing laws to apply. 
unless we can prove that we have been 
personally damaged or injured. 

Dr. Stuart Smith, the Ontario Liberal 
leader, has now introduced a_ Private 
Member's Bill, called the Ontario 
Environmental Rights Bill, to reform this 
situation. His proposal suggests four major 
changes. 

First, it would allow citizens access to 
the courts to require that existing 
environmental and pollution standards ire 
adhered “to. or, if necessary that now 
standards are set. - 

Secondly, citizens would be allowed to 
seek legal remedies to pollution problems 
in the general public interest, without the 
difficult need to prove personal damage.

Environmentalists have’ applauded Dr. 
Smith's proposals, which could do much to 
improve Ontario's record of environmental 
enforcement, While government and 
industry may fear a flood of ge cases 
under these provisions, similar laws in the 
U.S. have been used only sparingly. The 
cost and inconvenience of pursuing court 
cases will still deter all but very serious 
cases from concerned citizens. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Smith's bill has 
virtually no Chance of being passed, since 
only twenty government members can 
block its progress. But Private Member's 
Bills are traditionally used to test the 
political winds, and a strong show of public 
support for these excellent proposals could 
well stimulate similar legislauion from the 
party in’power in the future.»

Many looked awkward in their suits, and 
some doffed jackets and ties as the 
convention moved along. And while the 
president of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture spoke of changes for the 
future, many ladies in attendance took out 
their knitting and split their attention 
between listening to the speech and 
putting the finishing touches on a scarf.

Some are invitations to debauchery 
and merry-making, as hotels in Toronto 
brace themselves for grown-ups wearing 
funny hats. Not so for the OFA. Though the 
convention at the Downtown Holiday Inn 
from November 26 to 29 did have its dances 
and downtown tours, there was plenty of 


serious business to consider. Hundreds of _ 


delegates and their spouses gathered in 
the grand ball room to consider dozens of 
resolutions and listened to many presenta-

tions concerning issues, that, years ago, 
seemed not to concern farmers a great 
deal. Energy. Acid rain. Political influence. 

The mood was set from the beginning in 
the keynote address by par OFA 
president Peter Hannam. Hannam, who 
unlike his predecessors has consistently 
kept a high profile in drawing attention to 
agricultural discontent, apologized in 
advance for the bleak picture he was about 
to paint. The’ statistics were cold and 


the delegates. ‘‘We can't count on things 
to stay the same as they were." 

**A& decade #g0. our agriculture minister 
John Green said we had enough gas to last 
1000 years. Now there's a crunch."’ 

Hannam noted the main concerns. The 
cost of tractors and combines are 
incredible? Interest rates are paralyzing 
agricultural growth. Government rerva 4 
in agricultural affairs is rampant. And wi 
only 4 agi: of Ontario's population 
seeing the inside.of a barn on a regular 
basis, political clout is all but gone. 

‘*Farmers were once nearly self- 
sufficient,’ noted Hannam. “‘Now we need 
the banker.” 

“While prices of goods and machinery 
continue to skyrocket, there is little 
prospect for increases in our prices.’’ 


) 


Hannam switched from gloom to hope. 
He insisted that farmers should start 
fighting for a greater voice in the decision 
making process concerning quotas, and 
other agricultural affairs. He said that 
agriculture should be ‘‘a self-policing 
industry.’* 

He noted that the government is 
beginning to lose interest in a 
concerns. One affront he mentioned was 
the reassessed classification of fuel needs 


agricultural machinery 

from A to B. ‘‘It says something when our 
needs are put in the same category as 
garbage collection,’’ Hannam said bitterly. 

“But there is a bright side to the 
reclassification,’’ he added. ‘Into category 
C they put the federal and provincial 
governments.”” This was followed by 
spirited applause. 

After his speech, and his outline of 
farmer problems, there could be no 
wondering about the slogan for this year's 
convention: ‘Challenges in the 80s.’

ONE FOOT 
“IN THE 
FURROW

The individual has little say when 
dealing with big government and big 
energy companies says Peter Lewington, a 
chap who ought to know. 

He has stubbornly fought an always- 
caesperenes battle with Inter-provincial 
Pipe Line Ltd. of Alberta along with a 
couple of his neighbours in the Ilderton, 
Ont., area. They won a landmark decision 
Ii months ago in the courts with an 
average of $10,000 an acre in the 
settiement. 

The conflicting interests of farmers with 
urban people. utilities and the petroleum 
industry are increasingly coming into 
focus, especially now that the pressure is 

rowing to explore more arable land. 

ufmers are being harassed and agera- 
vated by urban people living in rural areas 
and the Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
prepared a position paper for discussion at 
the annual meeting last week. 

The problems ‘‘have risen to the point of 
alarm and a dramatic change is needed ‘if 
we are going to avoid serious conflicts 
between agriculture and non-farm inter- 
ests,’’ the paper says. 

Municipal councils in many parts of this 
country are no longer rural oriented. Lot 
severances for country homes have 
increased dramatically in the last decade. 
Agricultural land, then, is now being 
controlled in many,areas by those who 


Anow very little about farming. 


In Alberta, the pastoral setting around 
the solitary prairie homestead is broken in 
hundreds of places by a drilling rig. And 
contrary to popular belief, a farmer or 
rancher in Alberta cannot prevent an oil 
drilling operator from entering his property 
to drill, build storage facilities and 
processing facilities. or even to drive 
pipelines through fields and meadows. 

The farmer has to yield a right of entry to 
any company which has bought provincial 
mineral leases to explore i 
successful, to develop crude oil, natural 
gas or coal reserves beneath the surface. 

In other words, the actual owner of the 
land can do nothing to prevent encroach- 
ment if the mineral rights have already 
been leased. Few owners own the mineral 


and, if

rights. Only descendants of a few early 
homesteaders in Northern Alberta have 
retained these rights. 

Most deeds reserve exclusively to the 
‘Crown all rights to minerals and to work 
the same.” The Crown means the 
provincial government. 

Alberta, Saskatchewan and Ontario 
farmers have been questioning the 
so-called ‘‘fair deal’’ practices of the 
petroleum industry and the utility 
companies. , 

As many as 7,000 wells will be drilled in 
the prairies this year. More than 10, 
miles of pipe of all sizes will be laid in those 
three provinces alone. Hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of natural gas 
processing plants and crude oil production 
batteries. will be installed and hundreds of 
miles of power lines will be strung. 

A group of more militant farmers and 
ranchers in the Hussar and Drumheller 
vicinity .are insisting on collective 


bargaining with the intruders. About 103 


families are involved. 

It is my firm belief that most farmers 
want a clear indication from senior 
governments that agriculture is an 
important industry in this country. They 
want assurance that they are considered to 
be an integral part of this nation, needed 
and wanted by the people of Canada. 

They have been subjected to much 
high-handedness by big government. big 
business and big utilities. They have been 
played against each other for too long by 
the better-organized elements trying to 
negotiate better deals for those companies. 
those utilities. 

Until farmers can present a united front 
in this battle to protect their own land, 
individual farmers will end up fighting 
long. protracted and costly battles against 
almost insurmountable odds just as Peter 
Lewington has had to do in the little village 
of Iiderton, Ont. 

He tilted at windmills and up to now, he 
beat the windmill. It remains to be seen 
whether an appeal will overthrow the 
original ruling. Until Peter has the money 
in his hot little hands, the war is not over.

and pesticides. In the production of these 
products, energy sources “are ‘netded to 
produce these products and sometime they 
are used themselves (for example, you 
need a lot of natural gas to get a little 
ammonia). 

While some of the language got as sticky 
and thick as the tar sands, some of what 
they said were common sense energy tips. 
These included reduced illumination in 
farm buildings (which not only saves on 
your lighting bill but prevents lethargy in 
chickens), insulation of farm buildings and 
even better construction of tractor trailer 
trucks. 

“I doubt that three years ago there 
would have been much of a turnout at this 
convention to talk about energy."’ said 
Southwell before the jam-packed room. 
**But right now we're on a collision course 
with high prices and reduced i a 

Fortunately, reminded Rothwell, far- 
mers are great producers of BIOMASS, a 
nifty scientific reference to straw, stalks 
and manure, by-products of agricultural 
production that will see increased use in 
the years ahead to alleviate the need for 
fossil fuels on the farm.

Their numbers are reducing 
thanks in part to technology,. but also th 
ppenensing unattractiveness of high interes 
rates and the staggering cost of getting 
into farming. The agricultural tradition o' 
the province is passing - but it should nu 
be underestimated or discarded 
unimportant.

The Ministry of Natural Resources will 
increase next year’s seasonal fishing 
licence for’ non-residents to $15 from 
$10.75, the four-day licence (formerly 
three-day) to $8 from $6 and the licence for 
other Canadians not resident in Ontario to 
$6 from $4. > 

The increases are necessary to help 
cover rising costs of managing Ontario's 
fisheries and the’ cost of inflation, 
according to a Ministry news release. 

The increase for non-resident licences, 
the first since 1974, will be. effective 
January 1, 1980. 

The release said that the ministry would 
increase the fee for seasonal non-resident 
licences during this year to $35 were 
inaccurate. 

The increases are expected to bring in 
approximately $2.5 million in additional 
funds, primarily from anglers outside 
Canada. 

In 1978-79, non-resident seasonal and 
three-day licences brought in $4.9 million 
and $935,000 respectively. Sale of licences 
to non-resident Canadians amounted to 
only $104,500. 

During the annual meeting of the 
Northern Ontario Tourist Outfitters Asso- 
ciation late last year, an increase proposal 
of $35 was one of several possible solutions 
suggested to a serious problem along 
border waters in eastern, southwestern 
and northwestern Ontario. 

In those areas, many non-resident 
anglers with seasonal licences make not 
one or two, but numerous trips into Ontario 
throughout the year, taking home generous 
catches of fish and not really contributing 
their fair share to the costs of provincial 
fisheries management. 

The suggestion to establish a new two, 
or three-week non-resident licence at the 
old seasonal price ($10.75) and raise the 
seasonal licence price by a substantial 
amount was opposed by a number of 
tourist outfitters throughout the province. 
They feared large increases would 
discourage tourist angling. 

The $35 figure was thrown out simply as 
an example of what the new rate might be, 
according to the release, but was reported 
as established fact. 

The problem of commuting non-resident 
anglers with annual licences still exists and 
that ministry staff are still considering 
ways to solve it, the report concluded. 

But any future major changes in fishing 
licence fees will not be proposed without 
full’ consultation with tourist outfitters. 

The province spends about $13 million 
annually protecting and managing its 
fisheries.

Provincial 
parks: 


protecting 
the ecosystem 


Ministry had turned a blind eye to huntin 
in many other parks, and ia boone cones hae 
actively encouraged it. When the Minister 
was confronted with evidence that this 
illegal activity was regularly occurring with 
full knowledge of his local staff, he had 


fact -been occurring in thirty-eight 
wincial parks. Under strong pressure 

m the provincial Wildlife Branch, who 
maintains that hunting is now a 
“traditional use’’ in these parks, the 
Ministry had intended to quietl 
regulations on twenty of the areas this fall, 
without any kind of public discussion. 
When word leaked out, however, the 
Ministry began to receive such a flood of 
outraged mail that the regulations have 
been temporarily stalled. 

For some animal lovers, the whole idea 
of hunting is objectionable, since it 
involves killing for sport. But for other 
proms like. the. Federation of Ontario 

aturalists, the issue relates more to the 
paeere of parks than to the ethics of 

unting. Provincial parks are supposed to 
be sanctuaries, areas where nature is 
protected from changes by man and where 
natural ecosystems are allowed to remain 
as*benchmarks. Where recreation occurs, 
it is controlled so that the ecosystem is 
protected - you can’t pick the flowers, for 
example. Logging, mining, and hunting all 
conflict with that ideal of a completely 
natural ecosystem, because they all 
ee some part of the natural chain of 
ife. 

Naturalists point out that parks cover 
only 3% of Ontario's area, and that 
restriction of hunters from these few 
sanctuary areas is hardly a hardship»-While 
hunting is occurring, the safety and 
enjoyment of other users such as hikers 
and birdwatchers is in danger. For 
whatever reasons, the few public opinion 
surveys that have been done show that 
mies. Dash users. disagree strongly with 
allowing hunters within provincial park 
bounds. 

In any case, this controversial question is 
too important to be decided in secret by 
civil servants, or to be resolved for each 
individual park according to local pres- 
sures. The est possible answer might be 
an independent, statistically-sound survey 
of the opinions of Ontarions as a whole, to 
determine the will of the majority. Once 
that will is decided, the provincial 
government should move quickly to ensure 
that its park management policies fall in 
line.

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Dr. Fisher satisfies council 
he’s not to blame 


Madoc Council is satisfied that the 
medical officer of health is not a key person 
in the arsenic controversy after talking to 
him for two hours last week. - 

Dr. Michacl Fisher, Hastings County 
Medical Officer of Health and Lloyd 
Ellington, the director of Public Health 
Inspection appeared at a special council 
meeting Monday night and after two hours 
of discussion had convinced council, in the 
words of Councillor lan Connerty, *‘that 
the Hastings County Health Unit has 
neither the resources to correct the 
problem nor the responsibility for the 
situation. They're not the people we should 
be talking to." 

Dr. Fisher accomplished this in two 
ways: 

He assured council that the drinkin 
water in the wells in the river area was safe 
and that there was no one drinking 
dangerous amounts of water from the 
Moira; 


He said that his department had not - 


been kept abreast of the arsenic count in 
the river by the Ministry of the 
Environment. 


**We've been caught in the middle,"’ Dr. i 
Fisher complained to council, saying that, 
1¢ had not been informed of increasing, 


irsenic pollution in the Moira until abou) 
two months ago, although the Ministry has 
seen a steadily worsening situation 
throughout the seventies. 

Dr. Fisher, under close questioning frim 
council, particularly Councillor Connerty 
(Councillor Pigden was absent) said that. 
since the latest turmoil about the arsenic 


was precipitated, the health unit has again 
started testing wells (it was last done in the 
early seventies) and all the results returned 


“so far have proved well below accepted 


levels of safety. He said though, that he 
had learned his lesson about communica- 
tion with the Ministry of the Environment 
and that *‘we will probably continue to test 
the wells on a regular basis, just so that we 
have some data."’ He also said that, with 
new analyzing systems, they will have 
much. more accurate data than before, 
figures that will allow them to see even 
slight increases in the arsenic content of 
well water if it occurs. 

Although Mr. Connerty questioned Dr. 
Fisher closely on the report, Dr. Fisher was 
able to satisfy him and the rest of council 
t-at basically the well water was safe. Dr. 
Visher also maintained that drinking water 
‘rom the river for less than an eight week 
period, even if it were far in excess of the 
safe level, was still safe, since it takes time 


for dangerous levels of arsenic to bui oP 
with | 


in the body. He therefore disagreed 
Mr. Connerty's suggestion that the river 
be posted along its length. Ra 
Reeve Tom Deline emphasized that’ Dr. 
Fisher had contacted council for the 
meeting. hoping to clear up any problems 
over the arsenic. Madoc Village, as well as 
Huntington Township and Marmora and 
Lake Townships have expressed dissatis- 
faction with both what is being done about 
the arsenic and the lack of information flow 
from higher levels of government to the 
municipalities.

said that problems had already been 
encountered with this plan of action. Since 
much of the contaminated material'is in the 
form of a liquid sludge that cannot be 
transported in that state, they suggested 
drying beds where the sludge would be 
allowed to solidify before handling and 
transportation could be accomplished. 
Again, this was a possible answer and it 
was not known what problems would be 
encountered. 

When the problem would be eliminated 
was left a very large question mark in the 
minds of the ple at the meeting. The 
ministry would continue to try to limit the 
leaching into the river and would also try to 
improve their methods of limitation, but a 
lot of studies and answers would have to be 
obtained before they knew exactly how to 
tackle the job. and clean up the site. 
Consultants are now doing a study on the 
project with their results expected next 
June. Then a feasibility study will be done 
on those findings, which leads us to believe 
the project will not be completed for 
several years. 

Why the project was being undertaken 
by the ministry and why so many people 
from various departments were involved 
was raised by Councillor lan Connerty. 
According to the ministry, they moved in 
when the present owners of the site, 
Erickon Construction Ltd., made it known 
that they could not afford to clean up the 
site and that the arsenic concentration in 
Moira Lake was well above the “‘safe’’ 
level, especially at certain times of the 
year. Again, contradictions arose in the 
statements made by the officials. Dr. 
Michael Fisher, Hastings and Prince 
Edward medical health officer, has 
continually quoted .0S parts per million as 
the safe level but admitted that 
concentrations in the lake last summer 
reached a high of .18 parts per million. 

Councillor Connerty argued that this level 
was well above the ‘‘safe’’ level quoted by 
Dr. Fisher, who then replied that he was 
mainly concerned with the wells in the 
area and that .0S was the safe level for 
wells. He stated that people could drink 
surface water from the lake for eight weeks 
at the level. ‘Il want to stress we don’t 
condone drinking surface water in any 
circumstances from any river or lake.’’ Dr. 
Fisher maintained that a person could

drink higher levels of arsenic contaminated 
water for a short period of time but that .05 
was the upper limit for an extended period 
of drinking time. 

Dr. Mueller, another official at the 
meeting, shed some light on the topic. He 
maintained that you must look at the total 
consumption or intake that occurs and that 
there is no such thing as a Safe level. ““We 
inhale a number of toxic chemicals every 
day, so there is no such thing as a “‘no risk 
situation." 

At the present time, it appears that the 
main problem is restricted to the actual site 
and a four to six mile stretch of the river 
immediately below the site. However, the 
question was raised that more contaminate 
anveared to be running into Moira Lake 
than. was running out.. This led to 
speculation that the lake was becoming a 
holding tank, much like the ones used on 
the site to purify the water, and that it 
would eventually achieve levels that would 
be truly dangerous to human consumption. 
The ministry did not refute this theory, in 
fact. they gave it some credente. They 
stated that higher levels of arsenic 
contamination occur at lower levels of the 
lake. They felt that enough was not known 
about the removal of this sediment and that 
they could do more harm by moving the 
sediment than if they left it alone. “’We 
must do studies to'see if the sediment is 
going to stay in one area but we feel there 
is no. immediate danger over the next few 
years.” 

Speculation on the cost of the cleanup of 
the site has reached $3 million dollars but 
the ministry officials would not accept that 
figure. "We are committed to cleaning up 
the site, but whether that will take $3 
million, we don't know. It may take less 
and it may take considerably more. 
Whatever has to be done, will be done.” 

One of the projects that the ministry 
planned for the near future was the fencing 
of the property. *‘That fence should not be 
looked on as an attempt on our part to hide 
anything. It will be there to protect the 
public against any radiation contamination 
that they might come in contact with if they 
wander onto the site. If people wish to go 
on the site. they can contact our ministry 
and we will be willing to show anyone 
around the site.”

Hastings Liberals are upset about the 
upcoming election and unhappy about 
fighting it with Pierre Trudeau as their 
leader. 

Hastings-Frontenac President Ian Con- 
nerty told us Monday that the ridin 
executive had sent a tele to Natio 
Liberal President Al Graham recom- 
mending a national leadership convention 
in Ottawa in January. 

**We don't want to run with Trudeau," 
Connerty said. ‘‘We felt that the caucus 
made a hell of a mistake (in trying to draft 
Trudeau) without contacting the grass 
roots Liberals. They may have felt they had 
no option, but | think they're wrong. A 
leadership convention would generate a lot 
of publicity in the first half of the election 
and a new leader would have a lot of new 
things to say in the last four weeks of the 
caifipaign.”* 

Meanwhile the riding itself is looking at 
a four-week campaign as the Liberals will 


not choose their candidate until mid-Jan- ° 


uary. That candidate will likely be Ron 
Vastokas, who lost in May to Tory Bill 
Vankoughnet.

We have been asked if it is possible to 
install small *‘nozzles"’ in oil furnaces. in 
order to conserve fuel without seriously 
afflicting the unit's performance. Several 
service’men told us that the oil companics 
like to see the largest nozzle possible used - 
it means bigger sales. 

We are A ok told by some service men 
that installing smaller nozzles has little 
effect and may do damage in the long run. 
However. inquiries made to several 
furnace manufacturers elected information 
to the effect that in most cases smaller 
nozzles can be installed without seriously 
affecting the unit's output. They advise 
that. if you have doubts. ask the 
manufacturers: they have no axe to grind. 

We were also told that in many cases.

Being a by-law to provide that in the year 1980 and in 
each succeeding year, a levy be made before the 
adoption of the estimates for the year. 
WHEREAS the Council of the Village of Madoc deems it expedient to make a 
levy in the year 1980 and each succeeding year before the adoption of the 
estimates. 
NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Village of Madoc enacts as fotiows: 


1. That in the year 1980 and in each succeeding year, before the adoption of the 
estimates in any such year, a levy shall be made on the whole of the assessment 
for real property and business according to the last revised assessment roll @ 
sum not exceeding (50%) * of that which could be produced by applying to 
such assessment the total rate for all purposes levied in the preceding year on 
residential real property of public school supporters. 

2. The dates for payment of taxes under this by-law shall be as follows: 


Due Date of ist instalment March 3ist. 
Due Date of 2nd instalment June 3th. 
Due Date of 3rd instalment Sept. 30th. 
Due Date of 4th instalment Dec. 15th. 


3. In default of payment of the first instalment of taxes or any part thereof by~ 
the day named therein for the payment thereof, the remaining instalment or 
= Instalments shall forthwith become payable. 
4.A percentage chargeof (1%) per month shall be imposed as a penalty 
for non-payment of and shall be added fo every tax instalment or part thereof 
remaining unpaid on the first day following the last day of payment of each

But the most outstanding and memor- 
able of them all was the year when I was in 
the Libyan Desert during World War Il, not 
too far from Tobruch, and Mr. Churchill 
had promised that the Eighth Army would 
have a good Christmas, to compensate for 
the yeoman’s service every member of it 
had rendered in the cause of freedom, and 
all that rot. 

After all we had spent an inconscionable 
amount of time haring up and down that 
desert for a number of ill-spent years like a 
bunch of barefoot, brainwashed beach- 


combers. 

When we heard this good news, of 
course we all cheered rather heartily and 
somewhat noisely, and the word spun 
around that desert like wildfire that Mr. 
Churchill and the grateful government had 
finally remembered that there was such an 
outfit as the Eighth Army. 

There was, however, no word as to what 
the Christmas cheer would consist of, but it 
was strongly felt that it would be in a liquid 
form, and the ration for the men at that 
time was one bottle of lousy Australian 
beer per month, if you please, and for the 
officers, who were obviously considered to 
be able to hold their intake in a more 
gentlemanly fashion, one bottle of scotch. 

And you can imagine with what fleetness 
of foot that one bottle would evaporate with 
a few swift gargles in the hot Libyan sun. 

So we were all awaiting the oncoming 
consignment with: some degree of 
anticipatory delight, tempered with a little 
of the old pleasurable excitement. 

Now when the word first came to us, we 
went into a huddle. 

The idea was to decide what we could do 
to augment the goodies which were due to 
arrive at Yobruch from England on 
Christmas Eve. 

The first thing was to find out on what 
date Christmas happened to fall this year, 
for it had been so long since we had been 
able to celebrate it that none of us could 
remember when it actually came. 

Each uhit in the desert had been 
instructed to send a truck along. with a 
couple of men aboard to help unload the 
ship, and take back their own share of the 
loot. For°once in my varied and long 
experience | had no difficulty at all in 
raising a couple of eager volunteers. 

But I should also tell you that in those 
days we were living on a ration of corned 
beef, which we called bully beef, and hard 
biscuits. If | remember rightly it was a 
matter of one can of the beef per day 
between two men, and a packet of those 
terribly hard biscuits, that even a hungry 
dog couldn't chew, had to last us two days. 

As a measure of the extent of our thirsts 
at that time. we received a ration of half a 
pint of water a day to do for all purposes. 
including washing and shaving, and if you 
think the hippies had a monopoly on 
scraggy beards and crusty faces. | can tell 
you they have nothing on that crew of 
long-haired, scabby personnel who com- 
prised our fighting unit. ‘ 

So what we decided we'd do was this. 

We had a quartermaster who was a

Trails Program provided by the Ministry of “Approximately 250 miles (400km) of 
groomed snowmobile trails will

available to the public this year through the 
combined efforts of local snowmobile 
clubs, private landowners, and our 
Ministry," said Dave McLennan, Parks 
Supervisor with the Bancroft office of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources. 

Improvments have been made in the 
continuing effort to provide north to south 
and east and west travel corridors. It is 
possible to travel by snowmobile on & 
groomed trail from the Georgian Bay area 
to the Pembroke area and from Buckhorn 
or Bobcaygeon north, connecting with the 
east-west corridor. “‘One of our main 
objectives,” said McLennan, ‘is to 
connect the corridor system to the 
community of Bancroft, a proposal i 

lly-be completed within 2 years. To 
achieve this, the isolated Egan Creek trail 
system south-east of Bancroft will be 
phased out after this winter.”” 

A number of improvements have also 
been made concerning cross-country skiing 
with the co-operation and assistance of The 
Kawartha Nordic Cross-Country Ski Club, 
the Apsley Cross-Country Ski Club and 
private landowners in the Apsley area, 
km north of Peterborough. 

Silent Lake Provincial Park, 15 miles 
south-west of Bancroft on Highway 28 will 
be providing approximately 40 km of 
groomed cross-country ski trails this 
season, many kilometers of which will be 
track set. In order to defray the npeeaine 
costs involved, a self-serve pay system wi 
be implemented. The standard day-use fee 
of $2.00/vehicle will apply. Annual Vehicle 
Permits will also be available at the Park. 

“Local snowmobile and cross-country ski 
clubs deserve a great deal of credit,"’ said 
McLennan. ‘‘Much of the trail brushing 
and clearing is carried out by a handful of 
dedicated volunteers. ‘‘If you enjoy riding 
or skiing on club trails give them your 
support - buy a members ip.” 

A new brochure concerning Winter 
Trails has recently been printed by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources and is 
available at the Ministry office in Bancroft. 

Trails should be ready for use before 
Christmas depending on weather condi- 
tions. Listen for the Track and Trail report 
on your local radio station.

Rent increases taking effect on or after 
December 1 are governed by Ontario's new 
Residential Tenancies Act. 

Although the Act was passed in June, 
only the rent review ion has been 
aeateaagh po according to Residential 

enancy Commission Chairman Stuart 
Clarkson. The provisions dealing -with 
— sans sciabinge tenant — have yet 
to be proclaimed, pending the decision of a 
constitutional a now before the 
Ontario Court of Appeal. In the interim, 
The Landiord and Tenant Act continues to 
govern these areas. 

Administered by the Residential Te- 
nancy Commission, rent review applies to 
rent increases for ‘most residential rental 
premises, taking effect on or after Dec. 1, 
1979. During its initial months of 
operation, the Commission will work out of 
those offices previews occupied by the 
Ontario Rent Review Program. 

The Residential Tenancy Commission 
has published a bookict outlining the rent 
review provisions. Following is a summary

- a Residential Tenancy Commission, an 
agency reporting to the consumer ministry, 
was formed to administer rent review;

- the maximum rent increase allowed, 
without authorization from the Commis- 
sion, is six percent; 

- the rent can only be increased once in a 
12-month iod, regardiess of amount: 

- a lan who wants to increase the 
rent by more than six percent must apply to 
the Commission at least 60 days before the 
intended date of increase; 

- ‘whole building review’ is a new 
feature intended to permit the balancing of 
rents, when appropriate, By reviewing all 
rental units within one building at the same 
time; and 

- rooming houses and boarding houses 
are now covered by rent review.

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What is Rent Review? 

Rent review is basically a process 
through which rent increases can be 
controlled. Under rent review, rent 
increases for most types of residential 
rental premises Agee reviewed to see if 

are justified. This applies to most 
vesticatial tenancy agreements or leases of 
a long or short term, whether they are 
written, oral, or implied. 

Whatever the amount of the increase, 4 
landlord may raise the rent only once in a 
12-month period. Also, a landlord must 

ive the tenant a written notice at least 90 
ys before the effective date, stating the 
intended increase both in dollars and as a 
percentage of the current rent, and the 
effective date of the proposed increase; 
otherwise, the increase is void. 

Without applying to the Commission, a 
landlord may not increase the rent by more 
than six percent. This means that a tenant 
is not required to pay a rent increase of 
more than six percent without having been 
notified by the Commission of such an 
increase. But, in such a case, the tenant

Both lan and tenants may apply to 
the Residential Tenancy Commission for 
review of rent increases. issi 
may, depending on the circumstances of 
the application, schedule a meeting or a 
hearing to determine -whether a rent 
increase is justified for the rental unit or 
units in question. 

to the Commission 

A landlord need not apply to the 

Commission for a rent increase of six 

t or less. In applying for an increase 
of more than six percent, no later than 60 
days before the intended date of the 
proposed increase, the landlord must state 
the reasons for such an increase and must 
support these reasons with detailed cost 
and rent revenue information. In other 
words, the landlord has to prove that the 
higher increase is needed to keep pace with 
rising costs. 

en a landlord of a multiple-unit 
building applied for an increase of more 
than six percent for any one rental unit, the 
Commission will then. review the rents 
charged for all other units in that building. 
This is called ‘whole building review’ and 
is intended to allow for the balancing of 
rents charged for similar units in similar 
buildings in the same geographical area. 

A tenant may also apply to the 
Commission for a rent review, no later than 
60 days before the intended date of the 

roposed rent increase, whether that 
increase is more or less than six percent. 
The tenant's application will be considered 
with respect to rent balancing as well as to 
any improvement or deterioration in the 
standard of maintenance affecting that 
rental unit. 

The Hearing 

if, a hearing is scheduled following an 
application, the Commission will notify 
both the landlord and the tenant of the 
date, time and place of the hearing. All 
meterial necessary to support an applica- 
tion for a higher increase or a protest 
against an increase must be filed with the 
Commission no later than 14 days before 
the scheduled hearing. Anyone connected 
with an application may examine this 
material i ag during and after the 
hearing. 

ihe hearing is held before a Residential 
Tenancy Commissioner in the area where

A naturalist’s 
Christmas 


tradition - the annual Christmas Bird 
nt. 

Actually, the Christmas count is usually 
held Boxing Day, or on some nearby date, 
as @ means to work off all those extra 
Christmas meals in the out-of-doors. The 
idea is simple enough - you spend the day 
finding as many birds as you can within a 
15 mile radius of your home base, and 
report your total to a regional editor for 
comparison with other birding centres 
across the continent. 

Christmas counts now take place all the 
way from Alaska, where frustrated 
bird-watchers occasionally turn in a total 
count of zero, to central America‘ where 
well. over 100 species. are routinely 
reported. While Christmas counts ~ are 
largely an American activity, tradition dies 
hard - reports have even been received 
from Antarctica. 

Here in Ontario, from thirty to fifty 
participate, including 
reports from only two or three observors in 
some cases, to the veritable armies of 
hundreds of participants’ near’ major 
centres. Christmas bird counts are very 
much a social event, a sharing of common 
interests, with some naturalists hopping 
from area to area to make the most of both 
the birds and the good fellowship. 

When compiled and published, each 
year's count gives an interesting picture of 
bird numbers and movement. But the 
original motives for the count were ‘not 
merely to provide scientific information but 
rather to stimulate interest in winter birds 
and to provide recreation in the festive 
season. Judging by the enthusiasm of 
Ontafio naturalists, these objectives are 
being well met. : 


————————————— 
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the rental premises are located. Landlords 
and tenants are not required to be 
represented by professionals; they are 
encouraged to discuss the application, to 
ask questions and make comments and 
suggestions. 

Although the hearing is informal, a 
decision or order from the commissioner 
carries the same authority as a decision 
from the courts, and failure to comply can 
result in penalties. 

The commissioner's decision will set the 
maximum allowable rent which may be 
charged for the rental unit, and the date on 
which this amount may take effect. 
Depending on the type of application and 
on the evidence collected before and 
during the ep ny 2 this amount may 
represent either the full increase requested 
by the landlord, or an increase less than 
that requested, or no increase at all. The 
decision may also involve rent adjustments 
between the landlord and tenant. 

The Right to Appeal a 

Any person involved with a rent review 
case and who attended the hearing has the 
right to appeal the commissioner's decision 
within 15 days of receiving that decision. 
This person must submit, to an appeal 
panel, the specific reasons for the appeal 
and support these reasons with facts. 

After reviewing the appeal, the appeal 
panel may either affirm the first decision of 
the commissioner, or it may change it and 
issue a new decision. This new decision 
will carry the same authority as a 
commissioner's decision or order. 
Exemptions From the Act, or From Rent 
Review 

Certain types of residential rental 
accommodation are exempt from The 

~ Residential Tenancies Act; others. are 
exempt from the Rent Review part of the 
Act only. 

Such exemptions may include: hotels, 
motels, tourist homes; vacation cottages; 
group homes, half-way houses and 
shelters; staff and student residences in 
educational institutions or hospitals, under 
certain conditions; and others.

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Century old cheese factory closes 


The store will remain open 


but under new management 


The Warkworth Cheese Factory will stop 

roduction Jan. 3, 1980; soon after the 
Eeuten Cheese Plant will follow suit. 
Two local industries will be lost to a 
complicated set of circumstances that 
involve Federal-Provincial relations, the 
Milk Marketing Board and the efforts of a 
large cheese producer to obtain more milk 
quota. 

The plants have been purchased by Ault 
Foods Ltd. a wholly owned subsidiary of 
John Labatts Ltd. which has plants in 
Winchester and Napanee. Although the 
cheese making function of the two plants 
there will cease, the retail outlets will 
continue to operate. In the case of the 
Warkworth, company stores will remain 
open in Newcastle, Orillia and Havelock in 
addition to Warkworth. 

Warkworth and Evergreen join a 
growing list of small and medium size 
cheese processors that have been absorbed 
by larger firms not because of a lack of a 
market or inefficient production but 
because of a lack of raw material-milk. 

The Warkworth plant has been in 
operation since 1880. The present owners 
the Rowe family of Warkworth have owned 
the plant since 1945 and have successfully 
run the business for the last thirty five 
years. They have been producing about 
two million pounds of cheese (mostly 
cheddar) a year. In recent years though it 
has been increasingly difficult to obtain 
enough milk to operate the plant at its full 
potential. - 

Bob Rowe, who, with his father Douglas 
and brother John ran the plant said that the 
lack of milk influenced the family's 
decision to sell. It's hard to say, it was 
certainly an offer you would have to 
consider in any circumstances but the 
unstableness (of milk supply) was certainly 
part of it. 

The offer which Ault made about one 
month ago included offers of employment 
to all three Rowes and to virtually all their 
employees. However, it will mean that

The Ontario Milk . Marketing Board 
OMMB is the sole distributer of milk in the 
province. It buys all the milk produced, 
arranges for its transportation, sets the 
price and determines the amount available 
to the different ty of processors. 
According to an OMMB booklet entitled 
**Plans for Milk Marketing in the 
Seventies,’ the objective of the OMMB is 
“*to improve the income of milk -producers 
and the market stability for milk in order 
that their net returns for management, 
investment and labour will be equal to 
comparable enterprises."" The OMMB 
goes about this objective by setting quotas 
‘or the production of milk in the province. 
The total quota is arrived at through 
negotiation with the marketing Boards of 
other provinces through the National Dairy 
Council. At present Ontario may produce 
about 32 per cent of all the milk produced 
in Canada. The OMMB is not a 
government agency although it does 
operate under provincial legislation. It is 
funded entirely by the producers and does 
not use tax money. Dairy farmer Jim Moore 
or R.R. 2 Hastings, who was involved with 
the formation of the board more than 
twenty years ago and who still serves on 
the Peterborough County Milk Committeé 
says, “I'll bet you can’t find 10 dairy 
farmers opposed to the Board. It has 
enabled us to stand up to the Sealtests and 
the Westons and win.”’ He says, ‘The 
problem of insufficient milk for cheese 
. stems not from the Board but from the 
Federal government which has imported’ 
millions of pounds of cheese and has 
agree to accept more through the GATT 
(General Agreement of Trade and Tariffs).:

cheese. The Warkworth plant's share has 
declined to about 40 per cent of what it was 
in 1970. And, according to Bob Rowe, 
**markets for cheddar are being missed. No 
doubt about it buyers are bringing in more 
and more cheddar from outside the 
province.There is no question.”

WHEREAS the Council of the Village of Madoc deems it expedient to make a 
levy in the year 1980 and each succeeding year before the adoption of the 


estimates. ‘ 
NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Village of Madoc enacts as ms eas 


1. That in the year 1980 and in each succeeding year. before the adoption of the 

estimates in any such year. a levy shall be made on the whole of the assessment 

for real property and business according to the last revised assessment roll a 
sum not exceeding (50%) ° of that which could be produced by applying to 

such assessment the total rate for all purposes levied in the preceding year on 

residential real property of public school supporters. 

2. The dates for payment of faxes under this by-law shall be as follows:

Incumbent P.C. member of parliament 
Bill Vankoughnet will contest his party's 
nomination against Michael Bourassa of 
Harrowsmith at a convention in Cloyne on 
January 5. While the candidates them- 
selves claim there is no animosity between 
them. one prominent local Conservative 


claims there is ‘‘an awful lot of discontent 


around’’ and says of Vankoughnet, ‘‘I'd 
like to see him replaced’’. 

President of the Hastings-Frontenac 
Liberals, Ian Connerty, could not be 
happier, noting the Tory dissension. _ 

ef would say that the Tories are in 
disarray and this can only work in our 
favour,’’ says Mr. Connerty. 

The Liberals announced on Friday that 
their man would once again be Ron 
Vastokas of Madoc. While nominations are 
still open, it. seems unlikely. now that 
anyone will oppose him. A few Liberals, 
according to Connerty, were ready to run in 
the absence of Vastokas, but with his 
announcement. their candidacies: will not 
surface. 

“Ron is the choice of the riding 
association,”” says Mr. Connerty. A press 
conference was held in Napanee on Friday 
to kick off his campaign. 

Kevin Arsenault is the likely NDP 
candidate and will probably be acclaimed 
at a convention to be held at the Sheffield 
Township office on January 4. In his last 


campaign, Arsenault gained 16 percent of - 


the vote, a figure thought unlikely before 
election night in May.

Returning Officer for Hastings- 
Frontenac, Lillian O'Connor, says there 
will be no new enumeration done because 
of the short span of time since the last 
election. It has been estimated that up to 
$17 million will be saved because of this. 

‘In a rural riding like ours, there's not 
much change in six months." says Mrs. 
O'Connor. - 

Instead, there will be minor revisions 
made to the list. Notices will be placed in 
newspapers, and lists will be available in 
numerous locations for verification.. Rural 
enumerators will be contacted to hold lists 
so that rural revisions can be made.

Nostalgia for real trees

those days was helve. An axeman thought 
of his helve - axchandle - almost as @ work 
of art. | can remember my grandpa - 
Grumpy, we called him - snorting at the 
ines bonahh axechandles. He would pick 
two or three helves from the bush every 
year and store them for future use. 

When they had dried sufficiently, he 
would shape them with hand tools. He was 
left-handed, as | am, and. he always 
contended that a good helve for a southpaw 
should bow left. He “‘sanded” it with glass 
and gave that throat and waste as delicate 
a shine as any finegrained paper. 

He loved working with an axe and when 
he went with the young people for the 
church Christmas tree, he would regale the 

roup with stories about the lumber camps 
in the early days of Canada. 

And he made that tree-cutting ceremony 
into something almost awe-inspiring. The 
sound of an axeblade biting into the bole of 
a beautiful, straight spruce is both sad and 
glad: sad because a living thing is being 
removed. glad because it would grace 
God's house for the joyous Christmas

In two or three deft strokes, Grumpy 
could cut through a six-inch trunk in a few 
seconds.

But it sure was more fun getting the tree 
in those days, listening to the older folks 
talk of pioneer days. 

As mentioned earlier, | have a lot of 
memories of past Christmases and most of 
them are sweet.

12 year old at Queen's Park |

It is 9:30 a.m. at Queen’s Park, and the 
huge government building goes through 
the final ions for another sitting of 
legislature. In a half hour, MPPs will arrive 
in the House chamber to consider various 
committee reports. 

Morning sessions are not typical, but the 
government is anxious to clear business 
out of the way before the Christmas break. 
And, like all se apcoec its or i: 

, tons of legislative pro Ss an 
smeendments copied and Sak Sod for 110 
Ontario jégisiators. It is in this considera- 
tion that pages fake on their importance - 
in a forum of information exchange, they 
are the messengers. They are also quite 


young. 

At 9:33, a thumping can be heard on the 
staircase leading to the house chamber. 
Thirty-five kids, in smart black and white 
uniforms with white gloves and polished 
black shoes hurry toward the amber. 
Other workers in the buildings take time to 
watch and smile to themselves. Close 
behind them trails Mrs. Diane Algera, the 
page supervisor, who is responsible for 
training the grade seven and ,eight 
students who come from all over the 
province to perform this service to the 
government. 

One of these pages is twelve year old 
Leigh Bates of Madoc. Her time in the 
Legislature was short - most pages work for 
five or six weeks before returning home. In 
this way, many hundreds of kids get the 
opportunity to work as a page. Neverthe- 
less, Leigh is part of a select group of 
children, chosen for the job through an 
essay submitted to the speaker of the 
house. 

“| had to fill in an application to tell the 
speaker why I wanted to be a page,"* said 
Leigh. ‘I don't think they're judged by 
style but for the reasons you, want to 
come.” 

“| wanted to learn more about how the 


* province is run. 


Leigh's application was accepted, and, 
for November and December she has been 
living in Toronto with friends of the family. 
Every week day, Leigh travels to Queen's 
Park to take up her duties as page - 4 
responsibility reserved for mature girls and 
boys. " 

The pages swarm into the chamber and 
begin their job of distributing documents, 
making sure every desk has copies of 
pertinent material for the day's business. 
So much of the job is based on anticipation 
- being at the right place at the right time. 
The pages are trained to move to various 
signals given by the speakers in the 
chamber. For instance, when a speaker 
says, ‘‘Mr. Speaker, 1 move the bill 
seconded..."". a page moves swiftly and 
smartly to the member presenting the bill 
and takes it to the speaker, and gives it to 
him in a way he can read it without having 
to turn the document. The words *smartly 
and quickly’ can be found throughout the 
page manual. They serve as an 
acoutriment to the House, seen, but not 
heard. Nevertheless, they are indispens- 
able in a government already bogged down 
with political differences. 

During her time as a page, Leigh had 
formal tutoring on Mondays and ednes- 
days, for two and a half hours each day. 

(But talking to Leigh makes it clear she isn't 
lacking ing education and she came to 
Queen's Park to learn some important

things.

igh remembers the day she was 
informed she would become a page, and 
says that at first her friends were more 
excited about it than she was. But after 
considering her tasks and all the rules she 
had to remember, she shrugged and 
thought it no worse than the rules that the 
members of the assembly had to remember 
themselves. (‘‘The number one rule is no 
smoking,”’ she reminds.) 

After a while you get to know some of 
the members and they get to know you.” 
says Leigh, although she added with-some 
distaste that the pages are summoned with 
the snap of their Recent. 

She recalled a day that a member called 
her over and asked her to take some elastic 


bands to an opposition MPP to chew on. 


**to sooth his nerves."’ ‘I couldn't do 
that,"’ she said shyly. 

She moved to the subject of her uniform - 
certainly not fresh from the pages of 
Cosmopolitan magazine, but a uniform rich 
in tradition (and very starchy adds Leigh: 
“If you put your head back, you can break 
your neck-agh!"’) When her time as a page 
is over, she'll get to keep her name tag, but 
the uniform goes back to supplies and 
services. 

Usually there are 22 pages at the 
Legislature at any given time - 11 girls and 
11 boys. In order to qualify as a page. 
students have to have an average of 80 
percent or greater and have to have their 
principal's permission to miss a bit of 
school. The tutoring includes instruction in 
Math, History and English, with a separate 
program in Oral French. 

For each day a page works in the House. 
he is paid $10, with an additional $3.75 
paid for evening sessions, with transporta- 
tion allowance provided. 

Supervisor Dianne Algera says she is 

leased with Leigh’s performance in the 
gislature, and Leigh says she has 
thoroughly enjoyed the experience herself. 
“It'll be a time I'll always remember,”

Now that Christmas is over, and most 
of us are relaxing in that happy oasis 
before the New Year, we have time to look 
over the season's collection of Christmas 
cards. Increasingly, these symbols of 
warmth and friendliness are being 
decorated by depictions of wild birds, 

haps as subtle reminder that the 
coming winter won't last forever. 

According to R.W. Sheppard of Niagara 
Falls, the favourite Christmas card bird in 
the British Isles is the little Robin 
Redbreast. But in North America, the bird 
most often shown is the ‘brilliant red 
Cardinal, a comparative newcomer. The 
rich Christmasy red colours of the 
Cardinal, right down to'a red beak in adult 
males, is just what a card designer would 
want to contrast with the subdued green of 
evergreen trees and sparkling white of 
winter snows. 

The Cardinal is now a familiar sight at 
many winter feeders in Southern Ontario,

summer season. However, this was not 
always so. Not many years ago, the 
Cardinal was largely restricted to the U.S., 
south of the Mason-Dixon line. In fact, for 
many years it was known as the Kentucky 
Cardinal or less commonly as the Virginia 
Nightingale or Redbird. Its spread 
northwards in recent years is not readily 
explained, although the availability of 
winter bird feeders to help it through our 
Ontario storms may be of the answer, 

The Cardinal is actually a member of the 
same family as sbeaks, finches, and 
sparrows, and its fondness for seeds can be 
readily seen in its heavy-duty beak. A 
distinctive whistle often reveals its 
presence in your garden even before you 
glimpse a flash of red. With a, little 
practice, the Cardinal's whistle is one of 
the easiest bird songs to imitate. 

Regardless of the reasons for its arrival, 
the Cardinal makes a welcome addition to 
our winter birds: Along with the cheerful 
chickadees and the little Robin Redbreast, 
its continuing contribution on the face of 
Christmas cards adds to the joy of this 
festive season.

As a small child, the one thing I resented 
most about being brought up in an agnostic 
household, was that I never got to act in the 
Nativity play at school. It wasn't that | 
longed for the lead roles:.one of the 
shepherds or even one of the sheep would 
have been enough for me.

Politically inclined (or declined) 


1979 in Review 


The past year, in looking through the 
issues of the newspaper, was definitely 
centred around politics, and, as the year 
comes to a close, we wonder if the last 
fifty-two weeks were not a total waste 
politically. > 

Madoc’s new council took office and at 
first appeared to be a nice change of pace. 
However, as the weeks and months 

rogressed, council seemed to become 

ged down in personal conflicts. that 
threatened to erupt into a battle that would 
leave scars throughout their full two year 
term. The new council was truly a mixed 
bag. We had the age on council that should 
have supplied stability. the youth’ with 
experience that should have ensured new 
and progressive ideas and then we had the 
new faces that seemingly promised a new 
dimension to municipal politics. 

And a new dimension we definitely got. 
After the first few tentative steps of the 
various committees, the political persua- 
sions of the different council members 
seemed to come to the fore with the result 
that even the simplest of decisions 
required long hours of discussion that 
invariably spilled over into subsequent 
meetings. Once the initial lines were 
drawn, it appeared that council would hold 
the village in limbo for two years while they 
established their own ng orders. 
Conflicts continued into the spring and 
summer and seemed to culminate in a 
conflict of interest charge against Reeve 
Tom Deline. 

The conflict arose when council was 

reparing to drill on some property that 
ee line was in the process of 
purchasing. Mr. Deline had discussed this 
transaction at a council meeting, while in 
conflict, and a charge was subsequently 
laid by Councillor lan Connerty, When the 
conflict was finally taken to court, Deline 
was convicted of a conflict of interest 
without intent to defraud the public with 
the result that he was not removed from 
office. 

During this time of conflict on council, 
the meetings were being taped and aired 
by Hastings Cable Vision and the finger 
was pointed at them and the Review as the 
cause of much of the: strife on council. 
Some members of council and the public 
felt that members of council were 
peers or just afraid to voice their true 
eelings during these council meetings. To 
me, Hastings Cable Vision was supplying a 
service to the community that was much 
needed at that time. They have now 
stopped taping the. council meetings 
because they can apparently be held liable 
for statements made by councillors and, 
mysteriously, the council meetings have 
taken on a more refined format in the latter 
months of 1979. The conflicts seem to have 
been forgotten, as well as the politiga! 
persuasions, and council now seems

nothing else, 1980 will be the year 
Canadians have the opportunity to wipe the 
slate clean and elect their representatives 
from top to bottom:-.When it’s all over, 
we'll have no one but ourselves to blame 
for the choices we make.

One of the election promises made by all 


- candidates for council in the area was that 


they would try to draw industry to the area. 
Several of the councils tried to carry out 
these promises by supporting an organi- 
zation called CHORD (Centre Hastings 
Organization for Resource Development}. 
that hoped to establish a pilot wood-fired 
electric power generating plant in the 
Centre Hastings area. ‘ 

The project seemed ideally suited to this 
area and, since pilot projects would be 
built to prove the concept anyway. if was 
argued that our area should try to obtain 
the first pilot plant to take advantage of the 
grants from both federal and provincial 
governments that would assist the first 

lant of its kind in the province. Madoc and 

adoc Township councils supported the 
project and Reeve Tom Deline presented 
the proposal to County Council for support 
in principal, for the establishment of the 
plant in Centre Hastings. County Council 
voted 20-10 against the proposal until such 
time as there could be a report from the 
Rural Development Committee, despite 
the fact they thought the topic had been 
well researched and presented by Deline. 

Some of the arguments given for the 
location of the plant in Hastings County 
were that the plant was ideally suited for 
this area, it would mean approximately 200

new jobs for residents in an area that was 
already considered a depressed area after 
the closing of the Marmora Mine and that 
the plant could lead to other supporting 
industries coming to the area as well. 
CHORD continued their research by 
sending some of their members and 
interested individuals to Vermont to look at 
a similar plant in operation there. They 
also travelled to Ottawa and enlisted the 
support of Alastair Gillespie. the Minister 
of Energy. Mines and Resources. A public 
meeting was held and one of the most 
important and prophetic statements from 
the meeting was made by Norm Braden. 
when he advised, **...don't study it to 


death."' Somewhere along the line. the — 


issue became a political football and, in an 
attempt to score a field goal, someone 
kicked it out of the park. 
County Council eventually upheld their 
initial decision and refused to support the 
idea while Clarke Rollins, M.P.P. for 
Hastings-Peterborough also withdrew his 
support. The project died a very “‘studied” 
death at this point while controversy 
continued to rage in the newspaper. It then 
ared that the project was shelved 
i nitely while other alternatives, such 
as methanol and ethanol, seemed to 
replace the wood-fired project. 


Wells, Wells, Wells 


Another topic seems to have stayed with 
us over the past twelve months in the form 
of a search for good water in the 
village. Wells have been and tested 
with varying results throughout the year 
and, to this point, we have one good well. 
one gasoline contaminated well, according 
to some reports, and we have a multitude 
of holes that have not approached the 

uired gallonage for the needs of the 
village. ™ 


After drilling six test holes to the present 


: an i . ae 
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time, all of the areas that were considered 
to be prime sites for a well have now bee: 
tapped and proved disappointing. to sz 
the least. Council has decided that it i: 
cheaper at this stage to continue drilling (a: 
léast four more holes) in the hopes that 
sufficient gallonage will be achieved fror: 
one_hole. If this does not come about 
several options are still open-to council. 
They can try to achieve that gallonage from 
a combination of the holes, which gets 
expensive when you begin pee the 
water, they can retest some of the es 
already drilled and even try dynamiting the 
holes to increase the flow or, and this 
choice will require some thought and some 
dollars, they can try: and isolate the 
problem in the. gasoline contaminated 
number two well. seal it off and then use 
the more than abundant gallonage this well 
produces. 

The conflict of interest charge laid 
against Reeve Deline slowed this project 
somewhat during the middie of the vear 
but council is now free of that controversy 
and they seem to agree that this problem 
must be solved as quickly and a: 
economically as possible. Whatever 

s, they hope the problem, will be 

ved early in the new year. *
